DEMAND IS TEST 
FOR HITLER

continued to gain in Intensity, with 
Oea. von Rundataedt mentioned as 
possible successor. 

The "blood purge” of June $0 last 
which startled the world marked the 
wiping out of Insurgents within the 
Nasi ranks led by Ernest Roehm. 
Adolf Hitler himself went to Munich 


and was present, by all seoounts, 
when Roehm was shot. 

The Nazis have admitted that 
seventy-odd were killed In the 
•purge.” but unofficial estimates 
place the total much higher. 

If a break should'develop between 
Hitler and the Relchswehr It would 
be of the greatest significance, for 
! the army definitely took over the 
ascendancy not many months after 
Hitler gained office. 

Since the past summer Hitler has 
thtnsed the ranks of the Nazi brown 
shirt* and black-shirt troopers alike 
and the opinion was general that he 
placed hi* main rellanoe In the army 
itself, always kept at the peak of 
perfection. 

Schleicher eras the army's man be¬ 
fore. during and after his brief 
tenure of the chancellorship, which 
preceded Hitler's advent. .

TO ADD PLANES

"By this means we should free 
ouraelve* from the danger of being 
blackmailed against our will either 
to surrender our possession* or even 
bend over suoh means of defence as 
we still possess, or even being forced 
to join a continental war against our 
wlan,” he said. 

'TEW HOURS AWAY" 

At first Mr. Churchill mads no 
direct reference to Germany by name. 
Later, however, be Indicated eleerly 
what nation he meant when he 
apoke of Its people *a England's 
neighbors who twenty years ago 
"fought almost the whole world and 
almost defeated them.” 

MITT DECIDE 

Britain, the former Chancellor of 
the Exchequer declared, should make 
up Its mind to submit or prepare for 
Bangor. but ho warned, "auhm fasten 
will entail st the very least the peas- 
ing and the redistribution of the 
British Empire " 

Mr. Churchill said he looked to the 
League of Nations as the Instrument 
"which, properly sustained and 
guided, may preserve the threatened 
peso of the world" Countries greet 
and small “afraid of being absorbed 
or Invaded by Oermany" should lay 
their fears and facte before the 
League, which. If the fears were jus¬ 
tified. should call on it* members to 
volunteer as “special constables for 
the preservation of peace." he said. 

Newport. Wale*. Nov. 17—There la 
nn warrant or justification for talk 
of war, declared Rt. Hon. J. T. 
Thomas, Dominions secretary, during a 
speech here, yesterday In which he 
also stressed Britain had no secret 
entanglement*. ^ 

"So far as the British government 
is concerned." said Mr. Thomas, 
“neither directly nor Indirectly, pri¬ 
vately nor In any way whatever, la 
there any secret Agreement which In¬ 
volves this country—I repeat directly 
or Indirectly—in any commitment on 
the continent of Europe.” 

Mr. Thomas said that for his part 
he would welcome an Inquiry Into 
the reel position of the arms traffic, 
being advocated by the United State*, 
because he believed It would show 
Britain had cause for pride.

Aa a preliminary etep the federal 
authorltlea at Washington have been 
urged to pro ride lunde for the pur¬ 
pose of repurchasing the private tv- 
owned lands within the area of tho 
Superior National Forest. 

In its report to the two govern¬ 
ments. the international joint com¬ 
mission commends this Idea of an 
International park. "The comm le¬ 
sion.’* It says, •’sympathizes with tho 
alms and the objects of those who 
advocate that this beautiful natural 
sanctuary should be set apart as a 
memorial park to commemorate more 
than a century of peace, goodwill and 
common ideals that have existed be¬ 
tween the English-speaking people 
that live side by side on the northern 
half of this continent, and la par¬ 
ticularly deslrlous that nothing con¬ 
tained. In this report should present 
any obstacle to or In any way Inter¬ 
fere with the governments of the two 
oountries entering into a treaty for 
this purpose." The commission there¬ 
fore recommends that storage facili¬ 
ties for the development of water 
power should bs authorised only 
In so far as they would nqt Interfere 
with the um of the area as a whole 
for recreational purposes, and that 
If and when such facilities are ap¬ 
proved they should be built under 
such conditions and supervision as 
would adequately safeguard the In¬ 
terests of recreation.

Whole droves of Yorkshire swine ran at large, rooting 
up the roadsides, bating salmon along the riven, camping In the woods 
under trees, when they carried heaps ef fern ln their mouths to make their 
beds. . . . Farm boots were plain, long-legged cowhide, made by William 
Heathorn at Victoria at M.29 a pair, and flour sacks often took the place of 
socks." 

In spits of an active life pioneering. Author Duncan has found time to 
write. Aa far back aa 1M7 some of hie verse went to The Toronto Globe. 
His mon recent work was published a couple of yean ago ln a volume. “The 
Rich Fisherman.” treasured by resident# and visiting sportsmen.

Cure For Brown Patches; 
Best Heed Mixture; 
Ammonia Good Source 
of Nitrogen.

Brown arras of fairy rinea 
in lawns are duo to the de¬ 
struction of the grass by rhiz- 
octonia and a variety of other 
fungi. The progress of theao 
graa» parasites may be cheeked 
by soaking the brown grass 
areas and marginal grass with 
a solution of the Cheshunt 
compound, one ounce to two 
gallons of water. 

The Cheahunt compound will keep 
Indefinitely In stoppered bottle# and 
la easy to prepare. Finely-ground 
copper sulphate la mixed with pow¬ 
dered ammonium carbonate, In the 
ratio of two to eleven. 

The potation may be uaed with 
safety to sterilise soils where diseased

Most people ere afraid te ret 
the inukhroom they nnd growing 
In clumps on the damp fields. In 
ruse any. should turn oat-to be 
poisonous. 

But I there Is very tittle need for 
fear. 

Most fungi, even the evil look¬ 
ing varieties, growing In the woods 
or fields are edible, and there are 
only e few that need be avoided. 

The common edible mushroom. 
Agarlcus Campeatrts. ran easily be 
distinguished. It only grows In 
open (tasture*. not In woods or bog- 
land. On being rut or broken, tho 
flesh of the true mushroom re¬ 
mains unchanged. 

If one fa still uncertain taste a 
little raw. A natty flavor Is gen¬ 
erally tho sign of goodness, though 
other edible fungi have different 
tastes. But beware of the fangw* 
which* has no taste. Tho most 
deadly varieties such as Death Cup 
or Destroying Angel ace tasteless 
when fresh.

I membered that these “carrier" plants 
rarely show visible symptoms of 
disease, although the virus principles 
are present In all parte of the plants 
and survive from year to year. Trans¬ 
mission of virus to healthy potatoes 
late In the season may not be detec¬ 
table In the plant, but the tubers 
win carry Infection If used for seed. 

Two control methods'are suggested. 
One Is to spray the crop with Insecti¬ 
cide such as nicotine sulphate to 
control cphlds. a quite feasible 
method where special seed plots are 
grown, or where spraying for early or 
late blight la a routine practice. The 
other method la the eradication of 
suspect weeds or plants in tHe vicinity 
either by the use of a weed-killer such 
as sodium chlorate when the weeds 
are In waste land, or by tillage or 
hand-pulling If weeds ere In culti¬ 
vated lend or pasture.
